Woman Deserted Thirty Years Ago 
Thinks She Has Found Long Lost

Mrs. Catherine Monks, 2700 South Park 
avenue, thought she had found a long lost 
husband until yesterday when Judge Stein 
told her that she was mistaken. John E. 


Monks was mistaken, and he asked for an in- 
junction to restrain her from again making 
the mistake, which he declared was em- 
barrassing to a man of famiiy. — 

Mrs. Monks had been searching thirty 
years for Mr. Monks. She wanted to find 
him after the long separation and bring suit 
against him for support by separate main- 
tenance. After tracing him over the East 


Sullivan and identified him as Monks. Sulli- 
van protested, but Mrs. Monks recognized 
the features of Mr. Monks and hunted out 
an attorney. 


Judge Dismisses the Case. 

When the case came before Judge Stein 
Sullivan proved an alibi. He produced the 
records of the Chicago and Alton railroad, 
where he has been employed, to establish 
the fact that at the time he was charged 
with being the husband of Mrr. Monks at 
St. Johns, New Brunswick, he was working

Mrs. Sullivan accom- 
panied her husband to the courtroom to see 
the woman who claimed Mr. Sullivan. 


Mrs. Monks’ Story. 

Mrs. Monks affirmed that she had married 
Edward Monks in St. Johns, N. B., about for- 
ty years ago, and afterwards moved to Jer- 
sey City, N. J. They had five children, who 
now live in Chicago. It is alleged by Mrs. 
Monks that thirty years ago Mr. Monks de- 
serted her and left her to provide for the 
bringing up of the children. At the time she 
understood that he had come to Chicago, and 
she followed him here. 

After a long and fruitless search she was 
about to give up, when she found Sullivan. 
He affirmed that he came to Chicago in 1867, 
and that since hat time he had been em- 
ployed on the Chicago and Alton railroad.

PENITENTIARY NEAR LINCOLN 
BURNING AND PARTS WRECKED. 


Blase Starts in Warden’s Apartments 
and Spreads Rapidly, Destroying 
Main Building and Twe Cellhouses * 
Prisoners Removed and Piaced Un- 
der Guard, Militia and City Police 
Being Called Out—Big Werk Sho 


Attorney General Closes House 
at Madison and Will 
Move Against the

Lincoln, Neb., March 1, 3 a. m.—[Special.]— 
A fire, which started in the living apartments 
of Warden Davis of the State penitentiary 
shortly after midnight this morning, has de- 
stroyed the entire main- building, together 
with the east and west cellhouses adjoining. 
The big shops operated by the convicts are 
intact at this writing, but are in danger. 

As soon asthe fire became serious Warden 
Davis gave orders that the convicts, over 300

From the business center of Lincoln to the 
penitentiary is nearly four miles, and with 
rough roads the department was over a half 
hour in making the trip, so that the fire had 
gained great headway before water from the 
steamer was turned on. 

The present State penitentiary building was 
built in 1876 at a cost of $300,000.

Corporation laws are continually undergo- 
ing an evolution. This is to meet the evolu- 
tion which corporations themselves are un- 
dergoing. The laws on trusts are in a doubt- 
ful or even chaotic condition in Illinois. 
There is a great deal of popular misunder- 
standing on that question. Such problems 
were unheard of at the time the constitution 
of 1870 was prepared and adopted by the 


people. 

List Might Be Continued. 
„ These are not all of the matters that could 
be well enumerated. They seem to be enough, 
however, to show that the constitution of 
1870 is a garment that but filly fits the State 
of Illinois, and especially Chicago.. Chicago 
nas now grown so far beyond the conditions 
of population, of territory, and of materia! 
wealth, and the transportation problems, 
corporations, manufacturing and commercial 
matters, that the constitution has become an 
instrument which is required to be violated in 
the spirit in order to permit the city to live. 
“ There is no doubt but that a constitutional 
convention is imperative. There cannot be 
legislation, urgently required by Chieago, un- 
der present limitations. There must be such 
a readjustment of thé constitution as to per- 
mit legislation adequate to the needs of Chi- 
cago, without applying it to the country 
towns. ‘ 
It is useless to talk of amendments. A pro- 
vision of the constitution itself prohibits 
more than one amendment being proposed at 
the same session of the Legislature or of the 
same article oftener than once in four years. 
These amendments, when made, would only 
patch up the instrument as @ sort of tempo- 
rary makeshift. The only adequate remedy 
is a convention which will give the State an 
entirely new congtitution.” 


Bring In New School Bill. | 
Ex-Senator Thomas C. MacMillan of Chi- 
cago came here tonight, bringing with him 
a bill, prepared by a citizens’ committee of 
one hundred, of which E. G. Keith of Chicago 
is chairman, revising the law under which 
the Chicago Board of Education derives its 
authority. This bill is applicable to cities 
ef 100,000 inhabitants or over. It provides 
for a board of nine members, to be appotnted 
by the Mayor for a term of three years. The 
principal provisions of the bill have appeared 
from time to time in the Chicago papers. 
Representative Drew today introduced a 
hard roads bill prepared by R. W. Richarad- 
son, secretary of the National Good Roads 
association.

To Punish False Advertising. 
Mr. Mueller introduced a bill “ to regulate 


ments in newspapers or otherwise and pro- 
viding penalties for the violation thereof.’’ 
It provides that “no person or corforation 
shall insert in any newspaper or magazine 
in this State or otherwise advertise any 
goods or me dise falsely represented as 
by fire, water, or otherwise, 
falsely representing them to be of a greater 
value or worth more than the selling price 
at which the same are offered for sale.“ 
The penalty for a violation of the act isa 
fine of not less than §25 nor more than $100 
for the first offense. A censor of advertising 
is provided for, whose duty is shall be to see 
that the law is enforced.

TRUTONIC SWEPT BY TREMEN- 
DOUS SEA IN MIDOCEAN. . 


‘Steamer, Moving Along in Calm Weath- 
ex, Suddenly Drops and Is Burted 
Under Mass of Water—Men on Deck 
Hurt and Passengers Shaken, Are 
Panic Stricken—Offieers Believe Dis- 
turbance Was Caused by Submarine 
Volcano. : 


New York, Feb. 28,—[ Special, ]—The steam- 


_ ing from Llverpool, was struck by a big wave 
last Sunday morning, and as a consequence 
came into port with iron work dent and 
smashed and some of the passengers and 
_ crew under the doctor’s care. For a time 
there was a panic on board, and Captain Me- 
Kinstry was forced to go into the saloon 
and assure the frightened passengers there 
was no danger. 

The wave, which was attributed by some 
of the officers to submarine volcanic action, 
and by others to the turning over of a large 
iceberg to the northward of the vessel, struck 
the ship when it was riding in fair weather 
and under usual speed. The ship went down 
in the hollow of the sea, and suddenly ‘the 


the starboard side. thundering’ down on 
hatehes and deck houses. The ship recov- 
ered suddenly, throwing more water aboard. 


the men in the erow's-nest, then rushed on, 
leaving them bruised and shaken. N 

The officers on the bridge held on for dear 
life. Tens of water was thrown on the deck, 
and the men were able to bale it off in 
bucketfuls. Some of the iron rail was broken 
down and pipes snapped off. 


Many Hurt and Shaken Up. 
The bridge railing on the port side was 
smashed in, and when the Teutonic reached 
its dock this morning there were a number 
of wooden supports keeping it in place. John 
Michaelson, a Dane and a steerage passenger, 
was caught by the water and carried along 
the deck. His foot caught in some manner, 
and such was the force of the water that it 
wae almost torn off. Dr. Dobie, the ship's | 


The saloon passengers took up a collection 

for the man and raised $600. S. C. Wilson of 
Boston, a cabin passenger, was thrown 

against the rail and his jaw was broken. 

The passengers were at breakfast at 9:20 

a. m., when the wave struck the ship, and 
there was much excitement at the time. 

Captain McKinstry went at once to the saloon 

and announced there was no cause for alarm. 


Wave Comes Without Warning. 

- Captain McKinstry in his official report to 
John Lee, the American and Canadian agent 
of the vessel, says the Teutonic was steaming 
along as the fine weather demanded, when, 
without the slightest warning. the prow of 
the craft dropped into an abyss-like cavity 
of sea water, and before the ship could re- 
cover the tidal wave rose over its bow and 
dropped down into the well between the for- 
ward turtleback deck and the forward end 
of the promenade deck. 

“The regulation two men were on the 
lookout aloft,’’ says the report, and the 
wave was so high as to completely engulf 
them. Both were thrown down and one of 
them was hurt. The wave came in over the 
starboard bow and was simply indescribable 
in its violence. 


Thinks Volcano Caused Disturbance. 
“TI can make no explanation of the sudden 
appearance of the wave other than it was of 
volcanic origin. The wind had been west- 
northwest all morning, the reading of the 
Beufort scale being 4.6, and an ordinary win- 
ter sea prevailed. First Officer Bartlett was 
in charge of the bridge at the time.“ 
Captain McKinstry said of the wave: At 
8 o'clock on Sunday morning the weather 
was so fine and the sea so placid that I took } 
the morning observation on the bridge with- 
out wearing a mackintosh, an unusual thing 
for this season of the year. I was in the 
chartroom when the wave struck us. It fell 
With the report of a cannon, and the Teu- 
tonic listed forty degrees to port before it 
began to recover itself.“ 
“It was most fortunate that the wave 
struck us when it did,” sald Officer Bartlett 
today. For had it struck us later on in the 
day many of the passengers would have been 
promenading in the sunshine, without doubt, 
and there is no telling how many of them

directors’ plan to kill off the bucket shops of 
the country, and they believe they have thus 
contributed all that could reasonably be ex. 
pected of them. 

Authority for the statement of a settlement 
comes from insiders, Who claim that sign. 
ing the new contracts Is practically all that 
remains to be done. . 


Aim to Suppress Bucket Shops. 
Board of Trade quotations: were cut of 
from the Western Union and Postal Tem 
graph companies on Aug. 1, 1900, as a means 
of keeping them away from bucket shops, 
upon which the present Board of Trade ad 
ministration has been conducting a vigorous 
fight for considerably over a year. No sup- 
port in this war of extermination wags re- 
ceived from the telegraph companies, which 
claimed they had no right, as common car 
riers, to discriminate between any subscribér 
to its market quotation service. 


Establish Local Distrbution. 
Confident that, deprived of Chicago quotas 
tions, the bucket shops would be driven out 
of existence and that the business they had 
formerly done would flow into the Board e 
Trade, the directors were induced to put 
telegraph companies off the floor and esta® 
lish a local distribution of quotations through 
a ticker service known as the Type Telegraph 
company. This afterwards became the much 
discussed Cleveland Telegraph company, 
concern now controlled entirely by the Board 
of Trade. The new plan was moderately ~ 
successful within the restricted field of ft 
Chicago operations, but howl upon how! 
came from outside cities which tried, with 
indifferent success, to do business on New 
York, Minneapolis, and St. Louis quotations 
furnished them by the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies. For a time the 
latter were stanch in their determination & 
stay out of the quotation distribution Held, 
claiming there was relatively more revenue 
in doing a strictly commercial business, but 
negotiations gradually grew out of the ap- 
pointment of a special committee by the 
Board of Trade directors and terms of'a set- 
tlement have frequently been discussed dur 
ing the last three months both here and i 
New York. 

Clash Over Question of Revenue. 
In these negotiations the subject of reve 
nue to the Board of Trade for the quotations 
proved something of a stumbling block. For- 
merly the Western Union paid $6,000 annually 
for the distributing privilege, doing its own 
collecting of quotations on the floor. The 
board demanded $50,000 a year under the 
„new deal.” The telegraph companies met 
this with an offer of $12,000, but demanded an 
exclusive local field. This the board was not 
in position to grant, having in the meantime ~ 
become tied up with the Cleveland campany. 
Next the telegraph companies offered $30,000, 
and conceded the board's proprietary interest 
in the quotations, permitting the association 
to indicate the direction in which they should 
be distributed. The final acceptance by the 
board is on the basis of the last named propo-. 
sition, made by the telegraph companies over 
two months ago. 


. Contract to Maintain Prices. 

In the new contracts there will, the story 
goes, be a clause requiring the telegraph 
companies to main u prices in the local 
field. This the Western Union is entirely 
willing to do, because of a card it has up its 
sleeve in the nature of a new ticker, which 
is said to be double distilled lightning in the 
quickness of its operation when compared 
to either its old machine or to those used 
by the Cleveland company. 


Elevator Men Plan New Board. 
In the settlement of the quotation wa? 
the elevator people have proved a tower of 
strength. Without their efforts it is consid 
ered doubtful if the issue would have been 
closed for some time to come.

THREAT IN CUBAN PRESS 


‘HAVANA PAPER DECLARES 
AMERICA MUST USE FORCE. 


Organ of the Revolutionary Party, 
cussing Relations with the Big Re- 

public, Says a Mere Diplomatic Re- 
quest by Washington Is Not ‘Suf- 
ficient, and if the United States 
Wants the Concessions Asked For 
It Must Appeal to Force. | 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

HAVANA, Feb. 28.—The action of the con- 
stitutional convention on the subject of the 
relations with the United States is the sub- 
Ject of universal discussion by the press. The 
Discusion, a revolutionary organ, had fore- 
told the action taken by saying that a mere 
diplomatic request by the United States 
would not be sufficient, and if the United 
States wanted the relations they had asked 
for it would have to appeal to force. 

The Diario De La Marina, which probably 
has the sympathy of a majority of the Span- 
ish element and also a majority of the con- 
servative element, regards the requests of 
the administration as -equivalent to a pro- 
tectorate. It says the administration should 
have declared itself two years ago. It says 
that the answer of the convention was not 
prudent, and that it does not settle the ques- 
tion, though it was natural and consistent 
from delegates who are revolutionists. 

prominent delegate to the convention 
says that the resolutions regarding the re- 
lations were carried by a vote of 17 to 10. 
He considers the action of the convention as 
not being practical, as it exposes the Cubans 
to a rebuff which might have been avoided. 
He declares that the normal action of the 
delegates was disturbed by insinuations 
from outside parties. of Americans who 
buoyed up the hopes of the delegates by as- 
surances that they would win in the end. 

It is the general opinion of the newspapers 
that the convention could hardly have ac- 
ceded to the wishes of the. United States, 
as the delegates were elected by the.extremt 
radical element. There is a little talk of re- 
one though this does not seem popular.

Although Pennayivanis avenue will be il- 
luminated during the three nights of the 4th, 
Sth, aud 6th of March as rarely before, a spe- 
cial featuge will be made of that part ex- 
tending f Fifteenth street to Seventeenth 
street. on the north front of the White House 
grounds. This section has been designated 
the Court of Honor, and many pillars of 
classic shape have been erected at frequent 
intervals. From these pillars novel effects in 
electric illumination will be displayed, and it 
is expected that the Court of Honor will sur- 
pass in beauty anything of the kind ever be- 
fore attempted in Washington. 


Special Electric Decorations. 

Officers having the government buildings 
in charge are putting in place special decora- 
tions in honor of the occasion. Commander 
Baird, Superintendent of the State, War, and 
Navy Department Building; has placed elec- 
tric lights, forming the well-known badges 
of the Eighth and Ninth Army Corps, as used 
during the war of the rebellion, on the east 
pavilion of the big granite tri-department 
building. President McKinley, as a Major 
in the army, served in both these corps dur- 
ing the civil war.

1806, as superintendent of the docu- 
ment-room at a salary of $2,000 per annum, 
and remained in that position until the be- 
ginning of the special session of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress. 

During this period, by arrangement be- 
tween the respective members of the House 
from whose districts the employés came, he 
| paid at the rate of $400 per annum to the 
use of Oscar J. Hill, a folder, serving as 
messenger at the main door. 

At the special session of the Fifty-fifth 
Congress Alward became one of the reading 
clerks of the House at a salary of $3,600, and 
has continued in that position until the 
present time. During the two years of the 
-Pifty-fifth Congress he paid Mr. Robinson, 
by some understanding, the origin of which 
is uncertain, the sum of $1,600 per annum 
for the general purposes above described. 


More than Double Pay. 

Guy Underwood is classified as a laborer 
at $720 per annum, but he acts as assistant 
librarian and receives $1,080 per annum in 
the general deficiency bill, so that his salary 
is really $1,800. 

Winthrop C. Jones is paid $1,440 as the 
House locksmith, but works at the southwest 
door of the House lobby as a messenger, while 
Daniel P. Hickling, employed as a folder at 
$75 per month for the session, mends the locks 
of the House, so the committee says. 

Thus the position of locksmith, the duties 
of which require only a payment of $75 per 
month during the session, pays to a man who 
performs none of its duties $1,440 per an- 
num. 

The testimony also shows that a number 
of employés have been absent from their 
posts during the session as well as during 
the summer, and the case is cited of E. H. 
Keller of New York, a cloakroom emplosé, 
who has worked but six months in four years. 

Humphrey H. Lemon was injured for life in 
1870 while performing his duties as a mem- 
ber of the Capitol police. He was given 
$3,000 in 1878 and since 1882 has been drawing 
$1,100 as a Capitol policeman, although he 
has not worked for years. 

The committee recommends the adoption of 
a permanent statute for the correction of 
these abuses. 


ADOPTS RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 


Senate Cuts House Bill Nearly $10,- 
000,000 and Will Go Into Con- 
ference on Detaills. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—[ Special. 1— 
With practically no debate the Senate this 
afternoon adopted the river and harbor bill, 
which carries appropriations amounting to 
$50,164,526, a reduction of $9,770,889 from the 
House bill. The measure will now go to con- 
ference committee, and it is belſeved the 
House will accept the bill as adopted by the 
Senate rather than insist upon its measure, 
which would probably be vetoed by the Presi- 
dent, as the total approximates §60,000,000. 
Items of interest to Illinois and the near-by 
States are: 

For improving the Calumet River, $56,250; im- 
proving the Illinols River, $56,250; for a survey and 
estimate of cost to determine the feasibility of a 
navigable waterway fourteen feet deep from the 
mouth of the Illinois to the Misstasippt River by 
way of the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers, $150,000; 
for the construction of a lock at the head of the 
feeder for the Hennepin Canal, the use of funds 


| already appropriated is authorized; surveys with 


a view to determining the need, advisability, and 
cost of constructing one or more turning basins 
in the North and South Branches of the Chicago 
River; a survey: of the harbor at Mound City, on 
the Illinois side of the Ohio River, with a view to 
ascertaining whether or not work at that point is 
necessary for the preservation and improvement of 
the harbor; a survey of the Ohio River from 
Mound City to Cairo with a view to ascertaining 
what improvement, if any, is desirable for the

BUSY DAY IN IN THE HOUSE.: 


Lower Branch of Congri Congress Accepts the 
Conference Report on the War 
Revenue Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—The House 
cleared decks today of a number of impor- 
tant conference reports without much diffi- 
culty. The conference report on the war 
revenue reduction bill proved generally ac- 
ceptable to both sides and was adopted with- 
out division. Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader, acquiesced in it as the best that could 
be done, although he stated that the minor- 
ity still believed the war taxes should be 
reduced $70,000,000. 

The major part of the day was devoted to 
the bill to promote the efficiency of the reve- 
nue cutter service. Although the bill is a 
House measure, its friends were persistent, 
and finally forced the bill into such a pariia- 
mentary situation that it will be voted upon 
after five minutes’ debate tomorrow. 

The conference report upon the postoffice 
appropriation bill was defeated, 42 to 78, and 
the bill sent back to conference, | 

Mr. Hull, chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, asked unanimous consent 
that the army appropriation bill be taken 
from the Speaker's table, that the Senate 
amendments be non-concurred in, and that 
the bill be sent to conference.

Chicago and Milwaukee Meat Packers 
Accused of Maintaining a Black- 
list Against Retail Dealers. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 28,—[Special.]—Val- 
entin Gerhardt, a meat dealer, today began 
a suit against Armour & Co. of Chicago 
which will involve all of the Milwaukee and 
Chicago meat packers who are selling to re- 
tallers in this market. It is charged that the 
meat packers have a blacklist and the ob- 
ject is to test the validity of the list.

DELAYS PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


Corporation Counsel Holds Proposition 
to Trade Parcels of Land for 
Site Is Illegal. - 


Plans for the acquisition of a fifty-acre 
tract in the Town of Jefferson for the site 
and use of a parental school have been 
blocked by an opinion of Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker. The Board of Education asked 
the concurrence of the City Council in a 
trade of a lot held by the city in trust for 
schools for another parcel of land adjacent 
to other city property, the object being to 
secure a compact stretch of fifty acres. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel R. B. 
Mason, who framed the opinion subject to 
Mr. Walker’s approval, holds that as the 
statute prescribes a particular mode of dis- 
posing of real estate owned by the city, no 
other mode being legal, the transfer under 
consideration would be illegal, not falling 
within the law. 

This decision may delay the bullding of the

G. Stanidy Hall Declares That Small 
Children Woul@g Profit More hy an

Nearly 1.000 mothers and teachers attended 
the annual meeting ef the Illinois Congress 
of Mothers at the Englewood club yesterday 
afternoon and listened to addresses chiefly 
on the education of children. A practical 
use for the grasshopper and mouse was sug- 
gested when one speaker declared that small 
children would profit by nature study. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler and G. Stanley were 
the chief speakers. 

Professor Hall, in advancing his ideas on 
the education of children, combated some 
of the older family traditions. He said he 
still delleves Dr. Spank is one ofthe best 
family physicians, but he would not have 
children set at their lessons as early as they 
have been. 

A boy ought not to be taught to reasen 
things out until he is 12 years old,” he said.
